IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

A good deal of interest has been mani- 
fested in Belfast in the issue of the Free 
State Loan, and, although it is difficult 
t» obtain information locally, the general 
opinion is that only a modest sum will be 
subscribed from the North.

CONSTRUCTIVE POLICY REQUIRED. 


The new bill promoted by the Belfast 
Corporation in place of the one which 
was wrecked recently was discussed this 
week by the local Chamber of Trade, and 
the view was expressed that the trend of 
opinion is not hostile to the present 
measure, in which powers are sought, 
among other things, to run municipal 
motor ’buses within a radius of two miles 
outside the city boundary, instead of 
twenty miles as originally proposed. The 
Chamber of Trade is a very critical body 
and constantly draws attention to abuses 
in civic administration, but its members 
do not offer themselves for election on 
the various public bodies, where a con- 
structive policy, such as could be formn- 
lated by leading business men, would do 
a world of good. 

At the last meeting of the Chamber, 
Councillor William Sweeney referred to 
this curious unwillingness on the part of 
his colleagues to take upon themselves a 
share of the burden of responsibility in 
municipal government. He said that he 
was in favour of the appointment of Com- 
missioners, but would do his duty to the 
best of his ability so long as the present 
system of administration was permitted to 
continue. In making an appeal to the 
members of the Chamber to come forward 
and take an active part in the affairs of 
the Corporation. Councillor Sweeney said 
that, if they refused to do that, then they 
should stop criticising, and his plain words 
are worthy of consideration. Destructive 
criticism never did any good. It is easy 
to tear down, but it is difficult to build 
up, and good builders are required in 
Belfast to-day.

HONEYED WORDS. 


Some interesting figures were given at a 
meeting of the North Belfast Temperance 
Council in the beginning of the week. It 
was pointed out that under the operations 
of the Licensing Act of 1923 many im- 
provements have taken place, while 355 
spirit groceries, 225 wine licences, and 28 
public-houses have been extinguished. 
There has also been a gratifying decrease 
in drunkenness 6n Sundays, the convic- 
tions prior to the passing of the Act being 
234, as compared with 76 per year since 
then. In 1923 there were 5,700 convic- 
tions in the province for drunkenness, 
while last year the number was 4,200, a 
decrease of 1,500. All this shows that 
Ulster is gradually solving the liquor pro- 
blem without revolutionary methods, and 
any attempt at compulsion will only de- 
feat its own object. A strange change has 
come over the scene. A few months ago 
the temperance extremists were firing 
thunderbolts at the Prime Minister, who 
was described as a dictator and an Ulster 
Mussolini; but now he is being smothered 
in honeyed words, and tribute is being 
paid to his great work on behalf of the 
province, The frontal attack having 
failed, more subtle methods are being 
adopted, but the Premier is invulnerable 
equally to threatenings or persuasions, 
and will pursue his declared policy of 
‘leave well alone,” without turning to 
the right or to the left. It was stated at 
the meeting of the Courici] that it was 
hoped to gain prohibition through local 
option; so there is no prospect of politi- 
cal peace for many years to come, 
startling figures which have just been pub- 
lished regarding the cost of prohibition in 
America, and the enormous increase in 
convictions for law-breaking, should pro- 
vide material for contemplation by all 
those who desire their country’s welfare.

THE FARMERS’ DIRGE, 


The sore plight of the farming com- 
munity throughout the province was 
touched upon by Mr. Archdale, Minister 
of Agriculture, at a bazaar in Ballymoney 
yesterday, organised for the purpose of 
putting the North Antrim Agricultural 
Association on a more satisfactory finan- 
cial basis. Mr. Archdale admitted that 
the farmers are in a bad way, the principal 
reasons being unfavourable weather and 
low prices, while they have also to contend 
with the competition of surplus foreign 
produce which is dumped down on our 
shores from many foreign countries. How- 
ever, there is always a ready market for 
good quality, and in improved systems of 
culture and handling, co-operation, and 
the constant striving for a high standard 
of excellence the farmers may yet find 
salvation. The ‘‘unbought tenants ’’ are 
under an additional financial handicap 
compared with those who have purchased 
their holdings here and in the Free State, 
and thousands of them have complained 
bitterly that they are being victimised by 
Great Britain, as the Northern Govern- 
ment is either unwilling or unable to do 
anything for them. Through scientific, as 
well as common-sense, methods the reputa- 
tion of Irish eggs has been greatly en- 
hanced in the cross-Channel markets, and 
they are always certain of a quick sale at 
top prices. The lesson is obvious. Let the 
same care be taken with butter and other 
produce, and they will soon occupy the 
same happy preferential position and 
bring more wealth to the country than even 
our greatest industries. 


HARBOUR DEVELOPMENTS. 


The trade of Belfast Harbour is steadily 
developing, and gratifying increases in the 
tonnage figures are reported. From 
the 1st January to the órd December 
the total tonnage was 2,820,288, an 
increase of 366.262 tons, as com- 
pared with the corresponding period 
of last year, and these improved conditions 
are reflected in increased employment in 
the city. The harbour is thoroughly 
equipped, and every effort is made by the 
commissioners to keep it up-to-date. An 
importan? scheme of reclamation has been 
introduced, and it has been found necessary 
to enclose a further area of the foreshore 
by the construction of an additional bank 
between Sydenham and Tillysburn. At 
the meeting of the Board, on Tuesday, it 
was decided to carry out the work and to 
approach the Ministry of Labour with the 
object of having it approved by the 
Government as a scheme for the relief of 
unemployment. By this means the property 
of the Harbour Trust will be greatly 
enhanced, while work will be provided for 
« large number of men. Such constructive 
projects are welcomed everywhere, as they 
do not injure the self-respect of anyone, 
and if the Belfast Board of Guardians 
could formulate some similar scheme of 
productive work, with Government assist- 
ance, for those seeking outdoor relief, 
instead of asking them to do something 
which may brand them as ‘‘ work-shys’’ or 
loafers, it might help to relieve a tense 
situation. There are main roads every- 
where requiring to be developed one way 
or another, and money expended on them 
would not be wasted. 


A GENEROUS CITY 


This is the season for bazaars and sales 
of work, and all over the province they 
are being organised in aid of some form or 
another of charity, as well as for Church 
missions and other objects. Viscountess 
Craigavon, who takes an active interest in 
the social life of the province, is busily 
engaged performing opening ceremonies, 
and her efforts on behalf of the Samaritan 
Hospital, in connection with the new 
building fund, have been much appre- 
ciated. The help of the Lady Mayoress 
(Lady Turner) is also in great demand, 
and her funds for supplying gifts to the 
poor and the unemployed at Christmas 
engage much of her time. Arrangements 
are already being made by various 
organisations to provide Christmas fare in 
the way of dinners, teas and parcels for 
families in the poorer districts. Belfast 
is a generous city during the festive season.

CORK PUTS FORWARD OWN 
NOMINATION. 


At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board yesterday, Mr. T. &. 
McCullagh presiding, the Secretary announced 
that the Limerick Harbour Commissioners 
had approved of the nomination of Mr. 
Hollwey as representative of Southern Ire- 
land on the Executive Committee of the 
Dock and Harbour Authorities’ Association.

Association circular letter, inviting nomina- 
tions for the Executive Committee for the 
coming year, and also your letter of the 25th 
ultimo, intimating that your Board propose, 
subject to the approval of the other Harbours 
concerned, to nominate Mr, John Hollwey 
as the representative for Southern Ireland. 

‘While appreciating fully Mr. Hollwey's 
service on the Committee for a number of 
years past, and without being in any way 
ungrateful to him, or discourteous to your 
Board, my Commissioners are of opinion that 
the time has come when Cork should get its 
turn, and have, accordingly, decided to nomi- 
nate Mr. Sean French, T.D., Lord Mayor of 
Cork, and have directed me to*request your 
Board to support his nomination.’’ 

The Board decided to proceed \with the 
nomination of Mr. Hollwey, and to muni- 
cate with the Limerick and Cork Commis- 
sioners.

ACCUSED MAN ACQUITTED,

In the Central Oriminal Court, Dublin 
yesterday, before Judge Johnston,’ the trial 
was concluded of Patrick Gaughan, who was 
charged with the murder of Michael Togher 
at’ Larriga, County Mayo, on July £7 last. 

After an hour’s deliberation, the jury found 
the prisoner “not guilty’’ and he was dis- 
chatyged. 

The case for the prosecution was that 
‘logher was one of a number of people who 
were engaged ¢utting rough grass, known as 
“ bent,' from a piece of Sf The prisoner 
objected to the grass being removed, and on 
the date mentioned it was alleged he brought 
out his gun and shot Togher. 

Owing to the prisoner’s deafness all ques- 
tions addressed to him had to been written 
down. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C, (instrueted b 
Messrs. Garvey and Huggerd), who defended, 
contended that the prosecution had not put 
forward any evidence which could be regarded 
as establishing the guilt of his client. The 
discharge of the gun was purely accidental. 

Mr W. Carrigan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Dudley White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), prosecuted, said that the 
issue was whether the accused man had 
deliberately disvharged the gun at Togher 
with criminal intent, or whether the gun was 
discharged accidentally or in self-defence. 

EVIDENCE OF CHARACTER, 

Mrs. Richardson gave evidence as to the 
conditions which prevailed in the district. 
Gaughan was honest, truthful and respectable.

He was taken out of the house, 
dragged for a mile and a half, and badly 
wounded. His clothes were torn vo 
him. Later he escaped to  Belmullet. 
He was iven food and shelter by 
a Mr. eilly. This man _ received 
a letter threatening him that if he continued 
to shelter witness his place also would be 
burned. Togher, the man who was shot, also 
gave witness assistance at the time. There 
were others in the locality who threatened 
witness, and he had to ask the Civic Guard 
for protection, 

THE FATAL SHOT.

COUNSEL'S REMARKS. 

Mr. Carrigan said that. it was strange, if 
the prisoner was Togher’s best friend, that he 
did not endeavour to see whether Togher was 
much hurt or not after the shot had been 
fired. The prisoner walked away. He did 
not run away. He simply looked back over 
his shoulder at the corpse.

YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS, 


STREET TRADING IN 
DUBLIN. 


TWELVE CASES TO BE HEARD 
NEXT WEEK. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) : 

Mr. Bewley, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), mentioned as an urgent 
matter the case of Inspector O'Connor v. 
Mr. Collins, K.C., District Justice, which 
arose out of the question of street trading in 
Dublin, and in which a conditional order 
already had been granted. 

Counsel said that the urgency ‘for hearing 
the matter was that the procedure possibly 
was under the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
Act, and that the six months’ limit for hear- 
ing applied. In the twelve cases before him 
Mr. Collins, District Justice, refused jurisdic- 
tion, and the six months would be up on the 
20th of this month. He, therefore, asked 
their lordships to give a day as early as 
possible for hearing the application, and once 
their lordships decided—if they did so decide 
—that Mr. Collins should hear and determine 
the summonses, they could be quickly dealt 
with. Counsel thought that it was a very 
plain case. The delay had been owing to a 
number of adjournments, which, he might 
say, had not been asked for by the prosecu- 
tion.

LIMERICK RATING APPEAL. 


The plaintifis in the case of the Limerick 
Corporation against Siemens Bau Union ap- 
pealed from a decision of the Circuit Judge 
against them in their claim for rates against 
the defendants. 

Mr. Battersby, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
C. S. Campbell (instructed by Mr. John J. 
Dundon), 8 the appellants, said that the 
action was brought by the Limerick Corpora- 
tion against the defendants, who were sub- 
contractors under the Shannon scheme and 
in occupation of four acres of land and a 
house or houses. The defendants made use of 
the land for dumping their materials in con- 
nection with. the work of the Shannon 
scheme, and of the house or houses for work- 
men and their families. The defences ap- 
varently that were rasied were that the de 
went were not in occupation in law—of 
course, they were in physical occupation ; 
that, if they were in occupation, they were 
In occupation merely as contractors, and as 
contractors were not liable for rates: and 
that the occupier was the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce. 

The plaintiffs’ answer, shortly, was that 
the defendants were in physical occupattén— 
which was admitted; that the contractors 
were liable for the rates, and that, if the de- 
fendants were relying on the Shannon scheme 
as a work of a public purpose, the property 
should have been so distinguished in the 
valuation list as being exempt from rating; 
and that in any case the defendants could 
not rely on any of these points now because 
they did nol appeal against the valuation and 
did not appeal against the rate. 

The decision of the Circuit Judge was that 
the occupier in law and in fact was the 
Government. The plaintiff's answer was that 
if by Government the Circuit Jude meant 
that the position of the Government wes 
analogous to that of the Crown, in any event, 
even if the Government itself micht be 
exempt, the licensee or permissive occupant 
by the (overnment was not exempt. 

In the course of the argument it appeared 
that the original contract between the Free 
State (iovernment and Messrs 
Schuckert, of whom the defendants were sub- 
contractors, was not before the Court.

not the recovery of a liquidated sum, but a 
declaration of the rights of the parties, and 
directing the manner in which the amount of 
liability was to. be ascertained and enforced.

He had 
come to the conclusion that Order 15 dealt 
with procedure, as distinct from. jurisdiction, 
and was not intended to EN the juris 
diction to make orders conferred by Ovder 
ló He was, therefore, of opinion that Orde:

JUDGMENT FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


The hearing concluded of the action brought 
by Patrick J. O'Reilly, technical instructor, 
of 1 Wellington street, Clonmel, against the 
Clonmel Corporation for a declaration that 
he is in possession of the office of Prin- 
cipal and retary of the Clonmel Techni- 


cal Schools, notwithstanding resolutions of 


March 1 and September 15, 1926; that the 
resolutions were ultra vires, illegal, and void 
as against him to deprive him of his office. 
salary, and emoluments; and an inquiry as to 
the salary, bonus, and emoluments due to 
him as such Principal and Secretary. 

The defendants pleaded that the resolu- 
tions referred to were lawfully and valid! 
assed, and ‘that by letter, dated December 7, 
1925, the plaintiff refused to continue his 
duties as from January 1, 1926, and persisted 
in wilful insubordination. As an alternative 
they pleaded that the plaintiff voluntarily 
retired from his office, and as a further de- 
fence that welt sage ála alleged cause of 
action was barred by the Public Authorities 
Protection Act, 1893. 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. George Moonan (in- 
structed by Mr. Francis Murphy) appeared 
for the plaintiff; Mr. Jellett, RC. Mr. Rice, 
K.C., and Mr. Eugene Sheehy (instructed 
by Mr. F. F. O’Brien) for the defendants ;

Mr. Justice Meredith, giving judgment, 
said that he decided the case TE on the 
repudiation of the contract between the plain- 
tiff and the defendants by the suspension on 
the Ist March, because he held there was a 
repudiation. From March until September 
15 they could not have the plaintiff under 
robation and suspension at the same time. 

hat put out of the case other matters which 
might have been relevant. The suspension 
was wrong, while the dismissal could not be 
justified by matters as they stood at the date 
of the suspension. The dismissal could not 
be justified by the plaintiff's refusal to sign 
an apology, which was not delivered, and for 
not attending the meeting of August 6th. 
As plaintiff's counsel pointed out, he was 
willing to sign any apology in reasonable 
terms. The only effect of the resolution of 
the 15th September was to leave the suspen- 
sion of March stand, and close the door to 
any re-instatement. Accordingly, he must 
hold that the plaintiff was entitled to 
damages for repudiation and breach of the 
contract under which he was employed. That 
was not to say that he approved of every- 
thing the plaintiff did. At certain times 
plaintiff lost his temper, but he must take 
into account that he was smarting under a 
sense of considerable injustice. There were 
suggestions of malice, but he did not see any 
signs of that. He gave judgment for the 
plaintiff, with costs, and directed an inquiry 
before himself as to damages.

SOLICITOR'S APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) . 

An appeal brought on behalf of the plain- 
tiff in the case of Denroche v. Power from 
a decision of Mr. Justice Meredith, dismiss- 
ing the action, was opened, and the further 
hearing was adjourned to some day next 
week, not yet fixed. 

The action had been brought by the plain- 
tiff, Mr. C. H. Denroche, solicitor, . as 
personal representative of the late Patrick 
Stafford, who died in the Argentine Republic 
on órd September, 1922, leaving a widow and 
a daughter surviving him.

UNANIMOUS DISMISSAL. 


Reserved and unanimous judgment was 
given in favour of the defendant in the case 
of McGregor v. Biggs, dismissing, with costs, 
the appeal brought by the plaintiff from the 
judgment of Mr. Justice Hanna at the trial 
before him and a jury in the High Court, dis- 
missing the action, with costs. 

The action was brought by Mr. Malcolm 
MeGreger, of Kingthorpe, Dutton avenue, 
North Berwick, Scotland, against Miss Grace 
KE. Biggs, Crockacullion, Ballysodare, Co. 
Sligo, to recover damages, laid at £2,500, for 
alleged breach of contract. The plaintiff's 
case was. that in April, 1925, he was re 
quested by the defendant, when he was in a 
well-paid position in a secondary school at 
Oxford, to throw up his position-and take up 
his residence permanently on her Crockacullion 
property, consisting of about forty acres, as

From the evidence it appeared tha’ 
plaintiff: who was aged sixty, first 
the acquaintance of the defendant when .e 
was employed as 'a schoolmaster at Portova 
Schools, Enniskillen, under the defendant's 
father, the headmaster, He went from 
Portora to Lough Grammar School. In 1995 
he was emploved in the Dragon School, 
Oxford, at £180 a year, and made £120 extra 
on coaching, 

In June. 1924, he renewed acquaintance 
with the defendant through her nephew ; and 
when they were together at Bournemouth on 
holidays. as the jaintiff alleged, the 
defendant proposed that he-should give up 
teaching work and live at her place @at 
Crockacullion, her idea being that together 
they could encourage the people of the district 
to be more industrious, and that they could 
establish a co-operation scheme amongst the 
peasantry of the district. 

In dismissing the action Mr. Justice Hanna. 
severely commenting on the conduct of the 
plaintiff in the matter, held that the arrange- 
ment between the parties was voluntary, 
without pecuniary consideration, with a view 
to a subsequent marriage; or that in the 
event of no marriage it was a voluntary 
provision for the plaintiff's old age; and that 
the plaintiff did not go over to Sligo to 
oer the place under any contractual obliga 
ion. 

The action, he said, was really to recover 
damages for breach of promise of marriage, 
which could not be sustained in law; but 
nominally for breach of a contract for em- 
ployment, which could not be established in 
fact. Whatever reason might be given, he 
added, to palliate the foolish and unworthy 
arrangement made in the beginning, he had 
only the severest censure for the plaintiff's 
conduct with reference to the lady’s property 
and his attempt to grasp it. 

Tle unanimous judgment of the Court, 
which was read by Mr. Justice Murnaghan, 
dismissing the appeal, was virtually a com- 
plete endorsement of Mr. Justice Hanna's 
findings, which their lordships affirmed with 
costs, the case—described as unusual and 
extraordinary—depending entirely upon the 
facts given in evidence. It was pointed out, 
in reviewing the facts, that the plaintiff 
admitted that he had absolutely no experience 
in discharging such a task as he was supposed 
to have undertaken; and that the story of the 
plaintiff, which Mr. Justice Hanna did not 
act upon, was quite inconsistent with any 
statement that the plaintiff contracted to 
give his services for reward. It was also 
bhun out that in her evidence the de- 
endant, who was very candid, denied that 
there ever was such a contract as that which 
had been sued upon, 

Having dealt with the various points in the 
action as disclosed in the evidence, Mr. 
Justice. Murnaghan said that he did not wish 
to question any of the inferences drawn from 
the facts by the learned judge at the trial, 
or to cast any reflection upon his findings 
with which be concurred, and that the a 
must be dismissed with costs.

Colonel Gibbon proposed the appointment 
ofta small committee to meet the railway 
and shipping companies, as suggested by 
Mr. Elliott. 

Mr. Major (Great Western Railway of 
England) said that he was most willing to 
meet anyone to discuss the question. As far 
as his company was goncerned, he could say 
that they were prepared to agree to any 
reduction within limits that would assist the 
trade. 

THE ONLY WAY. 

Mr. Gorey, seconding the resolution to 
appoint a committee to meet the representa- 
tives of the carrying companies, said that 
if they realised the plight of the trade at 
the moment they would have no hesitation in 
agreeing to a reduction in freights. That was 
the only means of saving the trade. 

Ir. Heffernan. T.D., said that he did not 
that anything would be achieved by 
the suggested Committee, and it would really 
be a means of shelving the matter. The 
problem, to his mind, would not be solved by 
a Committee. The present railway and 
transit rates were ruining the country, and 
there would not be any progress until the 
charges were considerably reduced. 

Mr. Elliott said that he made the sugges- 
tion of the Committee with the best intention, 
but he could not give any assurance that 
there would be a reduction of rates as the 
result of such a Committee. At the same 
time he felt that a small Committee would 
be of some help to deal with the matter, and 
it would mean getting into touch with the 
general managers of the companies, who 
directed their policies. ; 

Both resolutions were adopted, and a Com- 
mittee was appointed to meet the carrying 
companies 

Senator Counihan proposed a resolution 
asking the Government to take up with the 
Commissioners of the Borough of Dublin the 
question of providing at the port of Dublin 
a municipal lairage, where all live stock for 
export could be housed and fed during the 
period of detention. 

The resolution was adopted. 

THE TEN HOURS’ DETENTION. 

The matter of the ten hours’ detention of 
pigs at English ports was called attention to 
by Mr. Cussen. In consequence of this order, 
he said, they in Cork suffered considerable 
losses, not only with regard to the charges 
incidental to detention, but from the reduc- 
tion in weight of from 5lbs. to 10lbs., repre- 
senting 5s. on each pig. There was no reason 
for the detention of pigs, which were chilled 
within twenty-four hours. 

Mr. O'Neill referred to the á of 
cattle at the ports owing to small flaws. This 
had caused considerable depreciation of cattle, 
and he thought the- question should be taken 
up with the Free State Department. 

Mr. McCann was of opinion that the de- 
tention at the English port did more good 
than harm to the pigs, as it gave them a 
rest. 

The Chairman pointed out that on this 
matter there were divergent opinions, even 
among the cattle traders. 

Mr. Heffernan, referring to the question of 
the rejection of cattle, said that many people 
blamed the Irish Inspectors for the return of 
cattle, but if these Inspectors did not reject 
them at the Irish ports, the result would be 
that the cattle would be shipped back and 
extra cost imposed on the shipper. However, 
there was an injustice, and he thought some 
expression of a should go from that 
conference to the Department that further 
inquiries into the matter should be made. 

Senator Counihan said ‘that in the cattle 
trade there was a wide difference of opinion 
as to whether it was wise to move in the 
matter. There was no use trying to get the 
detention removed when they had not 
unanimity. They might succeed in removing 
the detention for lambs up to a certain age, 
but they could get no further, 

Mr, Crowley (Cork) said that if an effort 
were made the time might be reduced to 
seven or eight hours. The two hours’ deten- 
tion at home was sufficient, and that in 
itself was causing a big loss to the sellers, 
particularly in Waterford. If they would 
first put their own house in order they might 
be able to do something. He moved that 
the matter should be taken up with the 
British Ministry by the Free State Depart- 
ment with a view to getting the period re- 
duced as far as possible. 

This was agreed to. 

Mr. Cassidy (Dublin) proposed that the 
British Ministry be approached also with @ 
view to getting the six days’ detention pre- 
scribed to allow Foot-and-Mouth disease to 
manifest itself be removed. 

Mr. O'Neill seconded. 

Mr. Cobb said that it was unreasonable to 

ask the Irish Government to move in the 

matter when there was Foot-and-Mouth 

disease at present in England.

Australia and Ireland. 


The annual report of the Australian 
Tariff Board is discussed by a correspondent 
in another column. Like the Free State, 
the Commonwealth of Australia has been 
making extensive experiments in protec- 
tion. A high tariff wall has been raised 
against imported goods, and the Federal 
Government has been trying to foster 
native industries by the imposition of 
prohibitive, or nearly prohibitive, duties.

market. The Free State is so small that 
its farmers can hope to prosper only by, 
the export of ‘their produce, and their 
only accessible market lies across the 
Channel. While the produce of Free State 
agriculture continues to be sold in 
England, where it must take its chance 
with the produce of almost every other 
food-producing country in the world, 
tariffs cannot do this country any good. 
In order that they may be able to com- 
pete successfully against their foreign 
rivals, the Free State farmers must 
reduce their costs of production to a 
minimum. Tariffs, however, have in- 
creased their production rates; for, 
if a farmer is forced to pay more 
for his boots and his clothing, he 
naturally must reckon the additional 
charges in his costs. Something might be 
said for protection in the Free State if 
its adoption had been accompanied by 
benefits which were so great as to counter- 
act its disadvantages from the farmers’ 
point of view. Although apologists of the 
tariff system, however, have been making 
valiant efforts to drag statistics into their 
service, their success so far has not been 
conspicuous. In the Free State, as-in 
Australia, the man who works the farm 
is the chief producer—indeed, one almost 
might say the only producer—of national 
wealth. Any system which impedes his 
progress obviously is at fault, and nobody 
who takes the trouble to examine the facts 
can deny that protection is having this 
effect. 


The Farmer’s Three Neecs. 


Irish farmers, like their kind in other 
lands, are far from prosperous at present. 
That they are not despondent, however, 
and that they regard the present depres- 
sion as transitory, is proved by the good 
prices at which land changes hands. Their 
confidence may be due mainly to that 
conservatism of the Irish mind which can 
conceive, it seems, no misfortune as likely 
to befall those who are secure upon the 
soil. It may be a short-sighted con- 
fidence; but, with a sound national agri- 
cultural policy, it could be justified. Irish 
agriculture could be made to pay wholly 
satisfactory returns, given scientific 
methods of production, economic trans- 
port and co-operative marketing. These 
principles evidently stood in the minds of 
those who took part in yesterday’s confer- 
ence in Dublin on the marketing of Irish 
meat and live stock. Mr. R. A. Butler, 
presiding, and speaking in the name of 
the Irish Farmers’ Union, affirmed that 
the most efficient farmers commonly find 
that transportation costs and the com- 
mission charges sales more than 
counter-balance all that is achieved in 
economic production. Mr. M. E. Cussen, 
of Cork, said that some individuals were 
injuring the market by sending inferior 
pork for sale, and that standardisation, 
as in exports of eggs, was necessary. 
“They could do nothing effective either 
here or in Smithfield until they had some 
central control.” A resolution calling on 
the Free State Government to establish 
control of pork exports was adopted, and 
it was decided also to appoint a com- 
mittee to seek reduction from the carry- 
ing companies of railway and shipping 
charges. These are steps in the right 
direction. Their good effects will be seen,

A _ reply to sceptics and 
doubters by Sir Allan Powell, vice-chair- 


man of the Food Council, was published | 


yesterday. He says that twenty com- 
modities were mentioned in the Ministry 
of Labour’s table for October, 1925, and 
that to-day nineteen of these commodities 
are cheaper than they were two years ago, 
while the price of the twentieth remains 
unchanged. In October, 1925, the 
Ministry’s cost of living figure for food 
prices was 72 per cent. above pre-war

On the 
whole, the Food Council’s reports, by 
their exposure of over-charges and by 
their influence on the machinery of dis- 
tribution in several industries and trades, 
seem to have promoted the cause of 
cheaper prices. Will the Free State Com- 
mission’s report—now due for publication 
—have a like effect? We are sure that 
Senator Brown, K.C., and his colleagues 
have done their work thoroughly, but will 
the public give practical support to their 
conclusions or will its apathy continue to 


confirm the dictum that— 
Doubtless, the pleasure is as great 
Of being cheated as to cheat?»

The Trackiess Hare. 


The Home Office has been advised 
that it has no opening to prosecute for 
illegal betting on greyhound-racing. 
This announcement will give a further 
stimulus to that construction of racing 
tracks in English cities and towns which 
to-day is being promoted feverishly by all 
sorts of sporting speculators. Already the 
outlook for quiet citizens is unpromising, 
but what will happen if a new invention, 
which is described by the Manchester 
Guardian, does everything that is claimed 
for it? At present there are certain 
limitations on the development of the 
new sport. The track which the electric 
hare requires costs a good deal of money 
and every site is not suitable for it. The 
new invention, which is called the track- 
less hare, demands no track and no 
installation of electric power. It consists 
of a mock hare on a sledge and is worked 
by hand. The whole machine can be set 
up or taken to pieces in a few hours; it 
can operate on rough, as well as smooth, 
ground; any kind of land that provides 
a course of 550 yards is suitable for its 
activities. Moreover, the trackless hare 
can give a more exciting and more 
realistic performance than its electric 
rival. It can double like the real hare, 
can travel over rough country, and even 
can take a hairpin bend; “and the dogs 
in consequence take much more interest 
in it.” We must picture, then, an early 
future when the new hare, electric or 
trackless, will invade these islands as 
rabbits have invaded Australia; and, 
since greyhound-racing is chiefly a matter 
of betting, we must anticipate a vast 
increase of gambling among our urban 
and rural populations. The Manchester 
Guardian thinks that, in circum- 
the British Government—if the 
courts fail it—must make this form of 
gambling illegal. Yesterday the Spanish 
Government put a ban upon the electric 
hare. It holds that greyhound-racing 1s 
a travesty on genuine coursing and cannot 
be likened to horse-racing, which is justi- 
fied by improvement of the breed.

THE LATE MR. BERTRAM 
H. BARTON, D.L. 
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FUNERAL AT STRAFFAN. 

The funeral of the late Mr. Bertram Hugh 
Barton, D.L., of Strafian House, Strafian, Co. 
Kildare, took place yesterday afternoon from 
his residence for Straffan Churchyard. There 


was a large and representative attendance, | 


which included sportsmen, members of the 
Royal Dublin Society (with the mace-bearer 
and draped mace), professional and business 
men, horse and cattle breeders, farmers, the 
employés of Straffan House and estate, and 
residents from a wide area, by all of whom 
the late Mr. Barton was held in the highest 
esteem and respect. The coflin was on a 
hand-carriage, which was drawn by employes 
of the estate.

The clergy and the Press wiil be invited, 
and Mr, Cowen offers to give an ex- 
planation or apology, as their verdict may 
require. 


APPEAL. TO IRISH 
SPORTSMANSHIP. 


AUTHOR WILLING TO 
tXPLAIN OR APOLOGISE. 
Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 

LONDON, Thursday. 

Although the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, 
have cancelled the presentation of 
“ Biddy,” Mr. Laurence Cowen declares 
that he intends to stage his play in Dublin 
sonfe time next week, at any hall or 
theatre he can find. 

‘This morning,” he told an [Trish 
Times representative to-night, ‘‘I received 
a letter from the proprietors of the Gaiety 
Theatre, Dublin, stating they do not in- 
tend to present ‘ Biddy’ next week. ‘ We 
do not intend to run the risk of a breach 
of the peace occurring in the Gaiety 
Theatre, Dublin,’ the letter says. 

“As an old friend of Ireland, and 
conscious of the fact that there is nothing 
in the play that can give the least offence 
to any Irishman with a particle of sense 
of humour in his possession, I stigmatise 
the action of those responsible for the 
Limerick and the Gaiety Theatres, in 
stopping the performances, as cowardly in 
the extreme. 


IRISH SENSE OF HUMOUR. 

“Their action has not even been justi- 
fied by precedent; for there are scores of 
instances in recent years of plays being 
howled down in Southern Ireland. ‘The 
White-Headed Boy,’ ‘The Playboy of the 
Western World,’ and ‘The Plough and 
the Stars’ were all maltreate’ in this 
way, and yet they are still being played 
throughout Ireland and throughout the 
world. It is not my intention to take 
this lying down, fortified as I am in the 
belief that only a few Irishmen are 
hooligans, and, I trust, an equal few 
devoid of any sense of humour. 

“I will present my company in Dublin, 
and, 1f performance is denied them at the 
Gaiety Theatre, 1 will take any hall or 
theatre that can be obtained for the pur- 
pose of giving a special performance of 
' Biddy,’ to which I will invite the Roman 
Catholic clergy and the Irish Press. I 
will attend that performance in person, 
and will give either explanation or apology 
as their verdict will require. 

‘‘I make this proposal in the full belief 
that the verdict is bound to be a favour- 
able one, because it would take a most 
microscopic observation to detect a single 
word in “ Biddy’ which is a reflection on 
either the Irish character or the Irish 
clergy. 

‘It is an entirely put-up job from be- 
ginning to end, based on the worst 
lingering passions and hatred of the 
Anglo-Saxons, the unfortunate legacy of 
the years of ill-faith, which I had hoped 
had now passed into oblivion. 


IRISH PLAYERS. 

“The fact that the play was first re- 
quired to be produced and played by the 
original company of Irish players, 
emanating from the Abbey Theatre, 
Dublin, and headed by Arthur Sinclair, 
Maire O'Neill, Sara Allgood and Fred. 
O'Donovan and their colleagues—who are 
Roman Catholics in faith and extreme 
Nationalists in politics—is proof of the 
harmlessness of ‘ Biddy,” and of the en- 
tire absence of anything likely to hurt the 
susceptibilities of Irish people. These 
Irish players performed ‘ Biddy’ in the 
biggest cities in the Kingdom, where the 
audiences were largely composed of local 
Irish, there was not a dissentient 
voice. 

‘“ It may be considered that, in volun- 
teering to go to Dublin in support of 
‘Biddy,’ I am seeking to emulate my 
reverend ancestor Daniel, who ventured 
into the den of lions; but, apart from 
making my will before I leave for Holy- 
head, and girding to my lions a shillelagh 
presented to me in the good old days by 
Mr. Parnell, I will trust to my luck and 
to the good sense and fair-mindedness of 
the Dublin people. 

“ JUSTICE WILL BE DONE.” 

“- I have received a letter from a mem- 
ber of the company at Limerick, who 
states that they are all under the protec- 
tion of the city Guards, oy that at the 
show on Tuesday they were shouted down 
after the play had been but a short while 
in progress and told to get out of the 
town. . He goes on:—‘ The management 
here say that it is an organised mob who 
have done this, and have come specially 
from Dublin.’ 

“What has become of the liberty of 
the subject if this sort of thing is to be 
permitted in a civilised country? What 
about this freedom of speech for which the 
Irish clamour more loudly than most other 
people? Are the English not to be allowed 
to trade with the Irish, whether with 
plays or with pigs? That there shall 
be liherty for us to buy and hostility to 
our right to sell is a great injustice. 

‘Fortunately, I know that justice will 
ultimately be done, for the Irish heart is 
never deaf to the cries of an unfortunate 
playwright. Least of all can I under- 
stand the objection to the Irish priests ; 
for Father O'Flaherty is the most loveable 
and kindly man that I have ever portrayed 
in any of my works, | 

“I do not know whether a hall or 
theatre can be obtained in which to 
produce ‘Biddy’ in Dublin for this trial 
performance ; but I hope that the required 
stage will be forthcoming from the sport- 
ing Irish. so as to give me a chance of 
carrying on my challenge. 

“It is surely the business of the Irish 
Government that brotherly love and peace 
should prevail among its people, even if 
it has to lame every hooligan among them 
to secure it.”

CHALLENGE BY | 


“LOAN WILL GO 
ABOVE 97.” 
MINISTER CERTAIN 
OF SUCCESS. 


—_ 


Mr. Blythe, Free State Minister of 
Finance, yesterday expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the amount of support which the 
new National Loan is finding. 

“I have no doubt,” he told our 
Political Correspondent, “ that it will go 
above 97 before long, and that it will 
remain steadily above 97.” He quoted a 
cablegram from New York in which it was 
stated that the issue books had been 
closed at noon on the day of issue, and 
that, had the books remained open, the 
issue would have been largely over-sub- 
scribed. The cablegram added that New 
York was “highly pleased with the 
result.’’ 

‘So far as the Loan at home is con- 
cerned,’’ said the Minister, “there is a 
bigger rush of small subscribers than on 
the occasion of the 1925 Loan. A few of 
the very big subscribers have done better 
proportionately. For example, Messrs. 
Guinness have subscribed £150,000 of the 
present home issue of four millions as 
compared with £300,000 of the previous 
Loan of £10,000,000; and the Representa- 
tive Body of the Church of Ireland has 
taken £150,000 of the present issue as com- 
pared with £250,000 of the earlier Loan. 
So far as the fairly large subscribers are 
concerned, they are adding up as well as 
the last time. 


IMPORTANCE OF STRONG DEMAND. 


““There is every prospect that we shall 
be able to close the lists before the adver- 
tised date (December 14th), and we are 
most anxious that it shall be well over- 
subscribed, because, if we have to borrow 
again, the terms that we will be able to 
obtain will be better if it is apparent 
that there is no shortage of ready sub- 
scribers here, that there is the utmost 
confidence in the State. If we were able 
to get only the bare four millions on this 
occasion, having nothing to spare, the 
next time we went to borrow we would 
find that the market, as a result, had 
hardened.”’ 

Mr. Blythe went on to say that, apart 
from the fact that it was in the interest 
of everybody in the community that the 
State’s borrowing power should be good, 
investment in the present loan was very 
profitable, and, if investors would compare 
the return available from the Free State 
issue with the return from other gilt- 
edged securities, they would see that it 
was most advantageous to realise other 
securities and invest in the National 
Loan.. 

“ Undoubtedly,’’ Mr. Blythe said, “ the 
present issue will appreciate like the 1923 
one. I anticipate that when we proceed 
to issue the remainder of the £15,000,000 
we shall be able to do something better 
than 97. 


SAFEGUARDS. 


“One of the safeguards against depre- 
ciation is the Sinking Fund. The appre- 
ciation of the Sinking Fund in regard to 
the first Loan has resulted in over 
£1,000,000 of that Loan being cancelled, 
and the same arrangements will apply to 
this new issue. Then, the interchange- 
ability of the two (Free State and Ameri- 
can) stocks is a safeguard against depre- 
ciation, because it opens up a wider 
market. 

“So far as the small investor is con- 
cerned,”” he remarked, “the fact that 
the dividend on the Loan is free of income 
tax is an attraction—the dividend will 
actually reach him in full.” 

Mr. Blythe’s final words were a warn- 
ing to the belated subscriber. —“ In the 
case of the 1923 Loan a considerable num- 
ber of people, who intended to invest in 
the Loan, delayed their applications until 
too late. Those intending to apply 
on their own behalf, in the interests of 
other people or for the benefit of their 
country, ought to wait no longer, but 
should make their applications imme- 
diately.”’

From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Some very definite and satisfactory 
statements were made yesterday at the 
conference in Dublin on the marketing of 
Irish meat and live stock. 

The object of the Irish Farmers’ Union 
in convening the conference was to con- 
sider possible ways and means of securing 
reductions in the cost of marketing Irish 
pork and dead meat in London. The net 
result of the conference was the appoint- 
ment of committees to discuss certain 
proposals for easing the farmer’s burden 
and a statement by representatives 
of the railways that they were willing to 
help by providing such facilities as would 
encourage trade. 

One of the most important announce- 
ments was that of Mr. McDowell, of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company, who stated that, in order to 
meet the demands of the trade, his com- 
pany proposed to put on an extra boat 
for the shipment of pork to England from 
the North Wall. It is intended that 
this boat shall leave the North Wall at 
10 a.m. on Tuesday and Thursdays. I 
learn officially that arrangements have 
been made with all the railway companies 
to facilitate exporters. | 

In regard to the shipment of live pigs 
on this boat, the two hours’ detention in 
Dublin presents a difficulty. In the 
ordinary way the pigs would not be free 
at the scheduled sailing time of the boat, 


owing, it is stated, to the hour at which. 


the veterinary inspectors take up duty. 
If this is the only cause of delay in 
effecting shipments, it is time that some 
arrangement should be made for having 
veterinary inspectors on duty from an 
early hour in the morning. In connec- 
tion with the Irish live stock industry, 
the outlay involved in this respect would 
certainly be money well spent. 


AN URGENT NEED. 

The need for such a service as the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company now proposes to establish be- 
tween Dublin and Holyhead in connection 
with the Irish meat trade has been felt or 
with the Irish meat trade has been felt for 
visit to the Smithfield Market, London, I 
found pork salesmen complaining of the 
late arrival of carcases from Ireland. Most 
of the business in that market is done 
between 1 o'clock and 5 o'clock in the 
morning. If Irish produce reached the 
market, even at the later hour, it would 
meet a certain demand, and make fair 
prices. In too many cases, however, it 
has been reaching the market between 
6 a.m. and 7.30 a.m., when the majority 
of buyers have been supplied. 

When the weather is warm, pork offered 
at such an hour has to be sold at prices 
in the buyers’ favour, as there is a danger 
of its going bad. 

The new boat service, with connecting 
trains on this and the other side of the 
Channel, will remove one difficulty that 
hitherto has faced those who have been 
trying to build up an export trade in 
pork. ‘I understand that in order to ob- 
tain these facilities for Irish exporters, 
Senator O’Hanlon and Mr. P. F. Baxter 
have been working very hard, and that 
they have been assisted by Mr. Dulanty, 
Trade Commissioner for the Irish Free 
State in London. 

‘The Great Western Railway Company 
has also promised to do everything possible 
to foster this trade.

TRAMWAY WAGES 
. IN DUBLIN. 


MINISTRY’S FINAL 
PROPOSALS.

The employés of the Dublin United 
Tramways Company are to take a ballot 
vote on the proposals of the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce put forward with 
a. view to an amicable settlement of the 
dispute that has arisen on the demand of 
the Company for an alteration of wages 
and conditions of employment. 


CIRCULAR TO THE MEN. 

The proposals are set out in the follow- 
ing notice. issued to all members of the 
Dublin Tramways Branch of the Amal- 
gamated Transport and General Workers’ 
Union :— 

In accordance with the decision of the last 
branch meetings, we met in conference at the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce to nego- 
tiate on the claim submitted by the Tramways 
Company for a reduction in wages and altera- 
tions in conditions of service. The represen- 
tative. of the Ministry presided, and the 
branch committee, with the officers, were in 
attendance. 

When negotiations opened, the proposals 
of the company were for a decrease of 7s. 6d. 
per week in wages, and alterations in condi- 
tions as outlined to the meetings of members, 
The negotiations lasted for two full days. 
The first day was devoted to a consideration 
of wages and the second to conditions. 

Towards the end of the first day, when a 
break up of the negotiations appeared to be 
netiinblie: and neither side were prepared 
to move from the position they had taken up, 
the Ministry put to the representatives of 
both the company and the union that they 
should each submit to their people that the 
reduction in wages be 5s. per week, 

On the second day, when the proposals of 
the company on conditions were under con- 
sideration, we arrived at a complete deadlock. 
There was an adjournment, when both sides 
met separately, but even then no agreement 
was possible. Finally, the Ministry put for- 
ward to both parties the following :— That 
both sides should preserve the present condi- 
tions agreement, but in lieu of any change 
in conditions there should be a further reduc- 
tion of 1s. per week on February 1st, 1928. 

The position now is that you are asked to 
vote upon the proposals of the Ministry, 
made to both the company and the union :— 
That there shall be no alteration in conditions, 
but wages shall be reduced by 5s. per week 
immediately, and by a further 1s. per week 
on February Ist. 

In keeping with the promise made at the 
branch meetings that every individual member 
would have the terms submitted to him, 
and that he would have an opportunity of 
registering his opinion on them, a ballot vote 
will be taken on the proposals. It should 
be clearly and definitely understood that the 
terms upon which vou are asked to vote 
cannot be varied or altered in any way. They 
are before you for acceptance or otherwise. 

Rejection of the terms would imply a ‘vote 
for strike action and all that that involves. 
This must be clearly understood. Negotiations 
have now ended, and there can be no further 
proposals of any kind. The ballot will be 
taken at the Branch Office, 112 Marlborough 
street, Dublin, on Saturday, December 10th; 
Sunday, December 11th; Monday, December 
12th,

GOLD.

MONAGHAN'S MINERAL 
RESOURCES. 


Michael Hughes, a miner, claiths to 
have discovered ‘‘a vein of gold, silver and 
copper,’ at Clontibret, County Monaghan. 
A Glasgow firm of analysts are said to have 
reported that a sample of the ore contained 
6 dwt. 3 grains of gold per ton; 1 ounce of 
silver per ton, and 12.91 per cent. of copper. 

Mr. Hughes believes that if he had capital 
to Sink the mine deeper the gold product 
from the copper ore would pay for the entire 
working. The sample which was analysed 
was taken “from the surface’’ as there has 
been no boring so far. In the meantime he 
has cabled particulars of his find to the chief 
engineer of the Irish-American Investors’ 
Corporation, a United States body with whom 
he has been in touch in connection with 
other mineral projects. 

Mr. Hughes ciaims to have discovered 
marble in Cork, lead mines at Darkley, near 
Keady, Co. Armagh; lead, silver and zinc 
at Gola, Scotstown, Co. Monaghan; the 
antimony mines at Clontibret, which the 
British Government financed in 1917 and 1918, 
and the gypsym deposits at Carrickmacross, 
and manganese in the townland of Calliagh, 
between Corcaghan and Aghabog. 

He is convinced that the American cor- 
poration will take up this new discovery, and 
emphasised the importance of securing the 
Government’s co-operation. 

‘The only thing. I want the people of 
Ireland to do,” he said, ‘‘ is to meet these 
gentlemen with a bit of pluck and do their 
part, This applies not only to minerals in 
the twenty-six counties, but in the thirty-two 
counties. We have got something in the 
North as well.”

COMMITTEE TO SIT IN 
PRIVATE, 

The Committee on the Claims of British 
ex-Service Men—the body recently set up as 
a result of the passing of Captain Redmond’s 
motion in the Dail—held its inaugural meet- 
ing at 5 Ely place, Dublin, yesterday. Mr. 
Cecil Lavery, K.C., the Chairman, presided, 
and there were also present Brigadier-General 
Robert Browne-Clayton and Mr. P. F. 
Baxter. The Secretary, Mr. M. J. Beary, 
of the Department of Finance, was in at- 
tendance. 

It was decided that the proceedings of the 
Committee should not be open either to the 
public or to the Press. 

The Committee will hear evidence from 
organisations of British ex-Service men; and 
it is understood that these bodies will be 
asked to submit detailed statements of their 
claims. According to the terms of reference 
the Committee will have to decide “the 
nature and extent of the claims made by such 
ex-Service men against the British Govern- 
ment in respect of rights alleged to have 
arisen out of past services, and the nature 
and extent of these claims, if any, against the 
Government of the Irish Free State in respect 
of alleged discrimination against them in 
regard to employment on public works or 
otherwise.’’

SIGNIFLCANT CHOICE 
FOR CARDINALS, 
—- 


Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Thursday. 

The announcement that the four 
Cardinals to be elevated to the purple at 
the eoming Consistory on December 19 
will all be foreigners has created a new 
situation with regard to Vatican internal 
and foreign policy, and may cause some 
developments, accerding to those close to 
the Papal Government 

It was expected that at least two of the 
Cardinals would be Italians, but on his 
own personal initiative and insistence, 
however, the Pope decided otherwise. Be- 
sides Monsignor Rouleau, Archbishop of 
Quebec, and Monsignor Pietro Segura Y. 
Saenz, a Spaniard, Archbishop of Burgos, 
His Holiness decided to honour two 
French Churchmen, Monsignor Binet, 
Archbishop of Besancon, and Monsignor 
Lepicier, a French Prelate, noted for his 
missionary work. 

THE “ ACTION FRANCAISE.” 

The appointment of Monsigner Binet is 
most significant, because of its bearing on 
the Action Francaise quarrel with the 
Vatican. Monsignor Binet is known for his 
bitter enmity to the Action Francaise, 
and the announcement of his elevation to 
the purple was received almost with 
stupor by French Catholics, according to 
reports current in Rome. This, it is 
feared in certain circles, will constitute 
another episode in which politics and 
party passions will be mixed with re- 
ligion. However, the appointment is also 
taken as revealing the firm determination 
of His Holiness to settle the French re- 
bellion decisively. 

The recent suspension by 
bishop of Paris of forty-five 
accused of having -absolved in confession 
readers of the banned Action Francaise, 
is an indication, according to reports 
here, that new steps will be taken against 
the National French League’s support of 
the Action Francaise Party... At any rate, 
the Papal Nuncio to Paris, Monsignor 
Maglione, now goes back and forth from 
Rome to Paris, conveying instructions 
which the Pope personally issues against 
the French rebels. 

CARDINAL BOURNE’S SPEECH. 

The recent speech of Cardinal Bourne 
in England denying that Cardinal 
Gasparri, as charged by the Action 
Francaise, was pro-German and, there- 
fore, against French interests, coupled 
with his assertions of the Pope’s personal 
direction of the campaign against the 
Action Francaise, is also taken here to 
indicate the inflexible purpose of His 
Holiness to continue to apply severe 
penalties against the French rebels 
through his own personal orders.

PARLEY WITH CHINESE 
PIRATES.

ICHANG, Tuesday. 

Mr. Tocher, who is conducting the nego- 
tiations for the release of Captain Lalor, 
master of the steamer Sianglan, who is held 
eaptive by Yangtze pirates, gives the follow- 
ing account of his meeting with the pirate 
chiefs at Paivang, 30 miles below Ichang, on 
Monday :—Owing to the dearth of note tax 
stamps Mr. Tocher was unable to obtain sufti- 
cient notes to effect Captain Lalor’s ransom. 
Je had, however, 2,000 dollars in silver, and 
these he took with him on his journey to 
Paiyang. On his arrival there he found the 
three pirate chiefs on the river bank, and 
sent a boy on shore to parley with them. 
The pirates, one of whom was a villianous- 
looking person, then came on board, and 4 
discussion as to terms ensued. 

During the conversation the pirates made 
some display with pistols. Eventually they 
agreed to take 29,000 dollars, to.be paid on 
Wednesday, when Captain Lalor would be 
given up The pirates also requested 
two thousand dollars as commission, and Mr. 
Tocher handed to them the two thousand 
silver dollars. The agreement come to was 
made on the word of honour of both parties, 
no document being signed. The boy was sent 
with the bandits to see Captain Lalor and 
supply him with some tobacco and other 
necessaries, 

The launch was about to leave Paiyang 
when a delay occurred, caused by a conversa- 
tion between the bandits and the Chinese 
sailors. These afterwards told Mr. Tocher 
that the bandits had asked them to request 
him to take one thousand dollars to a bank 
at Ichang and four thousand dollars to huy 
food for the bandits, to whom it should be 
delivered at the meeting on Wednesday, The 
fact that Mr. Tocher was entrusted with five 
thousand dollars by the bandits makes it 
practically certain that Captain Lalor will be 
released on Wednesday as arranged. 


AMERICAN BLIZZARD. 


WINTER ARRIVES WITH A 


RUSH.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 

A fifty-mile-an-hour gale to-day brought 
wintry conditions, heavy snow and a tempera- 
ture below zero, already prevalent in the 
North-West and in Canada since Monday, 
southward into the Middle-West. The 
blizzard affected mainly Minnesota, lowa and 
Wisconsin, but the cold was felt generall 
from Colorado to the Ohio Valley and south 
to the Gulf of Mexico. The temperature was 

degrees helow zero in many parts of Minne- 
sota, and the train service was interrupted 
and traffic almost at a standstill. Schools 
were closed at St. Paul and elsewhere. and 
classes were dismissed for the first time in 
the history of the University of Minnesota 
at Minneapolis. 

The lowest temperature, 35 degrees below 
zero, was Yvegistered at Malta, Montana. A 
boy aged five was killed at Bynum, Montana, 
while attempting to carry warm clothes to 
his sister at school. Vessels were locked in 
harbour at Green Bay by five inches of ice, 
and there were many accidents to shipping 
on the Great Lakes The temperature at 
Chicago fell forty degrees within five hours, 
and three persons were killed and several 
injured in street accidents caused by the 
wintry conditions.

ASTRONOMER’S REPORT

Ireland had better luck than Great 
Britain so far as last evening's eclipse of 
the moon was concerned. Conditions at 
Armagh Observatory were “ almost entirely 
favourable,” but at Greenwich and Kew 
weather conditions were so unfavourable 
that re observations were attempted, 
Reports from different parts of England 
indicate that unastronomical observers could 
moon at any period of the 
eclipse, but in Ireland the people were afforded 
frequent glimpses of the phenomenon, and 
in some piaces an almost uninterrupted view 
was obtained.

THE ECLIPSE FROM 
ARMAGH OBSERVATORY. 
From Our AsTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDEST,, 

ARMAGH OBSERVATORY, 
Thursday. 

The total eclipse of the moon was ob- 
served at Armagh under conditions almost 
entirely favourable. 

The previous night was a brilliant one, 
with a cloudless sky, calm air, and a 
severe frost, the temperature falling to 
19 degrees Fahrenheit in the screen and 
13 on the ground. 

This fine weather permitted an observa- 
tion of even more importance than an 
eclipse, and much more rarely made suc- 
cessfully—namely, the occultation of a 
star by the planet Jupiter. Qnly on one 
previous occasion has the present writer 
seen a similar phenomenon. 


SOME INTERFERENCE FROM 
CLOUDS. 

The clear sky persisted to-day, and all 
the omens seemed favourable for thé 
eclipse observations. Notwithstanding a 
warning issued early in the morning by 
the Air Ministry, that a deep depression 
was approaching from the Atlantic, and 
that rain and wind of galé force prevailed 
in Cork and Galway, the fine weather per- 
sisted. during the afternoon, though a 
damp wind, which began to blow up from 
the South-East, indicated that the Air 
Ministry’s warning was well founded. 

The sun set with only a few bars of 
cloud around the horizon. <A few of these 
in the North-East concealed the rising 
moon for a while, and it was not till 
4.20 p.m. that a view of her was obtained. 
She was then half obscured, looking like 
herself when about five days old. 


A “DARK” ECLIPSE. 


An eclipse of the moon is not very much 
of a sight for the telescope, being better 
seen with the naked eye, or with a pair 
of low-power binoculars. However, the 
6-inch Equatorial was brought into use 
to watch for the first sight of the dull, 
lurid illumination usually visible on the 
eclipsed disc. This was duly noted when 
the observation had covered about two- 
thirds of the moon. The advancing edge 
of the shadow also seemed sharper than 
usual. 

One of the bars of cloud now intervened, 
and the beginning of totality at 4.54 p.m.

At this time the sight was 
one, the West being black 
approaching storm, while in the East 
the eclipsed moon hung in a clear sky 
among the stars like a fire opal among 
diamonds, Aldebaran on her right, with 
the Hyades and the Pleiades, Beta Tauri 
on her left a little above.

FUTURE ECLIPSES. 


A recent article emanating ftom Green- 
wich, which appeared to state that there 
will not be another total-eclipse of the 
moon visible in these countries till 1938, 
is unduly pessimistic. 

It is true that the eclipse of November 
7th, 1938, will be visible under more 
favourable circumstances than any till 
then; but there will be three—two total 
and one nearly so—within eighteen months 
(in 1931 and 1932), while 1935 and 1946 
will each give us one. 1942 will again 
give us two in one year.

LONG GLIMPSES BETWEEN 
THE CLOUDS. 

Dublin, as a whole, took little interest 
in the eclipse of the moon yesterday. In 
the city streets, murky with fog, people 
were more concerned with the Christmas 
displays in the shop windows than with 
the phenomena of the heavens. 

Shortly after the period of totality had 
begun a number of people halted on 
O'Connell Bridge, and gazed hopefully 
into the down-river haze. They attracted 
a larger crowd, under the impression that 
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somebody had fallen into the Liffey ; but, 
on learning that this was not the case, 
the later arrivals speedily departed, and 
the astronomical enthusiasts did not 
remain long after them. | 

In the suburbs fleeting glimpses of the 
eclipse were vouchsafed between swiftly- 
moving clouds. The moon was fairly low 
east-north-east, and, notwithstanding the 
penumbra, seemed very much as usual 
until 4.50, when the actual shadow of the 
earth began to. creep over the edge. of 
the silver dise, Then a cloud curtain 
blotted out the view. 

At this time traces of a beautiful sun- 
set still lingered in the west, but the 
bright colours had vanished, and nothing 
was left save a belt of angry red low 
down on the horizon. Night was sweeping 
in from the Bay, and a brief wind sprang 
up, hurrying the clouds faster across th 
sky. i 

Very little of the moon was $ during 
totality, and spectators were fnable to 
verify what they had heard about the 
impressiveness of the spectacle and the 
strange colour that the earth’s satellite is 
wont to present on such occasions. 
Several times, however, while the shadow 
was passing the phenomenon was wholly 
visible, especially when half the moon had 
emerged from the umbra. 

The fact remains that, for the un- 
astronomical observer, the eclipse was not

o clock that morning, with the hoar frost 
sparkling on the city sireets, lighted 
mills silhouetted against the sky like old- 
fashioned Christmas cards, churches fairv- 
like in the silver light, and the cattle 
steaming as they marched in from the 
country to the Metropolitan Market.

LESSONS FOR THE FREE STATE. 

In considering the conditions of the Irish 
Free State it is useless to compare them 
with the United States of America, where 
there is an immense home market. Com- 
parison with the Commonwealth of 
Australia would seem to be more relevant. 

From the experience of the Australian 
Board, the Irish Free State Government's 
policy of a Tariff Commission is a step in 
the right direction. The report states :— 

“The decision of Parliament as expressed 
in the Tariff Board Act that the necessity 
for new, increased or reduced duties shal] be 
inquired into by the Tariff Board at a public 
inquiry, and upon oath, has, in the opimon 
oí the Board, had beneficial results. No 
longer are applicants able to prepare an un- 
challenged case for an increase in duty, with 
the hope of obtaining by means of ex parte 
statements of the facts sufficient support in 
the House to achieve their object. At an 
inquiry before the Tariff Board the arguments 
in favour of the duty must be fully disclosed, 
and not only are they weighed by the Board, 
but opposing parties have the opportunity of 
hearing the evidence on which the request 1s 
based, and therefore of rebutting any state- 
ments made which are aot in accordance with 
fact or which may be capable of a very 
different interpretation from that placed upon 
them by the applicants. The parties seeking 
further protection have also to justify their 
application to the Board on economic grounds, 
in the interest of the community as of them- 
selves. By this means Parliament has suc- 
ceeded, in the opinion of the Tariff Board, in 
eliminating some opportunities for the abuse 
of the protectionist system.” - i

MR. DEVLIN’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Deviin said that the Prime Minister 
could never get away from the banks oí the 
Boyne, and lived in an atmosphere of 
political passion and hatreds.

PORT PILOTS. 


WHY THEY EARN £1,000 
A YEAR.

A Port of London official gave a Press 
Association representative some particulars of 
the work of those port pilots whose gross 
earnings, according to a report issued recently, 
are over £1,000 a year. s 

‘Their life,” he said; “is one of reality 
and of very little romance. These pilots 
bring thousands of vessels to the docks or to 
their ancorage in the Thafhes, and guide an 
equal number out of the river to the sea. 
Their duties mostly centre on Gravesend. 
This is the rendezvous of incoming and out- 
going vessels, <A’ pilot in charge of a ship is 
solely responsible for the safety of the ship. 
A vessel may be worth half a million of 
money, apart from the value of its cargo, 
and it 1s no easy matter to steer a craft of 
that description to its destination without 
mishap. That is especially the case in such 
weather as we have been through lately, The 
pilot has had very severe training. He 
possesses the highest qualifications, includin; 
a master’s certificate. To have the iain 
knowledge and experience is particularly im- 
portant in coming to the Port of London. 
where alterations in the sands are likely to 
take place in a few minutes. The Channel 
pilots take vessels from Gravesend to Dunge- 
ness and the Isle of Wight, on the Seuth. The 
Cinque Port pilots bring vessels inward from 
Dungeness to Gravesend. The North Channel 
men are engaged in bringing vessels from the 
Sunk Light to Gravesend, and into and out 
of the harhbovr of Harwich. 

At Gravesend there is an “all change ”’ 
regulation. There the compulsory river 
Thames pilote get busy. The ships are trans- 
ferred to them. and they take them as far as 
the Port of London, Two kinds of pilots do 
duty for the Port of London. There is the 
“é choice ’’ pilot, who is in the employment of 
shipping firms, and is regularly occupied in 
bringing up from the sea the huge liners and 
other big vessels, whose value sometimes 
amounts to millions sterling. The other pilots 
operate on a roster system, and each takes a 
vessel according to his turn. 

“A WONDERFUL THING." 

“The reach of Gravesend is about three- 
quarters of a mile wide, and in foggy weather 
u wonderful thing happens there. The ships 
are brought up to that spot slowly and with 
the greatest care. It is a matter of ‘so far 
shalt thou go, and no farther.’ Then, when 
the curtain of haze is lifted all kinde of craft 
are clustered there. You might almost cross 
the river by jumping from one ship to 
another. The marvel is that some of them 
have not come into collision and sunk. Some- 
times there have been impacts in the fog, the 
crash of which has been heard on the shore. 
Bat it is not often that a collision ends in 
serious damage or loss of life.. When the 
weather clears the pilots skilfully maneuvre. 
and, all in good time, get the vessels out of 
tight corners, from which the landsman might 
think that it would be impossible to extricate 
them.

A further contribution to the controversy 
over the teachings of Dr. Barnes is con- 
tained in a joint letter by the Bishops of 
Ripon and Bradford to Canon Bullock- 


Webster :— 

“Our original letter had a practical, not a 
controversial purpose, to warn our own people 
especially against the misrepresentation of 
the Bishop of Birmingham’s teaching con- 
tained in your manifesto. We are not, 
therefore, prepared to embark on a general 
discussion of sacramental doctrine, nor to 
continue this correspondence further. Still 
less do we feel it necessary to expound Dr. 
Barnes's views. No one is better fitted to be 
his own interpreter, and the ‘ distressed and 
troubled souls’ you speak for will find in 
the book he has just published still further 
statements of his positive sacramental teach- 
ing than those which they might have found 
in his Birmingham sermon of October 6th, 
and in his second letter to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, had not you and those asso- 
ciated with you insisted on emphasising and 
reiterating one or two sentences only, 

“AMAZED .ND AMUSED.” 

“Into these—as you now admit—you have 
read a meaning at which anyone accustomed 
to give words their plain sense will be about 
wren? amazed and amused: So far from 
admitting, as you suggest, that there is any- 
thing extravagant in Dr. Barnes's supposi- 
tion that it is ‘fatally easy’ to fall into a 
mechanical view of the action of the Holy 
Communion, when such one-sided emphasis is 
laid on the priest’s part in the act of con- 
secration as seems to underlie your own in- 
terpretation of Dr. Barnes’s words, we en- 
tirely share his fears. 

‘If we assumed that a good theologian 
like. yourself could not’ hold a crude ez 
opere operato view—-such as Dr. Barnes de- 
nounces as akin to magic-~it does not follow 
that the effect of the popular teaching of the 
extreme members of your party, both oral 
and in print, is not precisely to impress such 
a view upon that large majority of Church 
people, who have no philosophical training, 
and cannot appreciate the niceties of theolo 
gical definition 

THE SACRAMENT. 

“The. Church of Rome itself teaches 
officially that when the Sacrament—in this 
case the Host—is moved, Christ does not 
move; a proviso, which, if logically followed 
out, would evacuate the doctrine of Transub- 
stantiation of all ma crude devotional conse- 
quences. But this did not prevent an ac- 
credited Roman missioner in a ‘* Mission to 
Non-Catholies,”” in an English town, saying

externally localised—Presence: "I am just 
three yards from Jesus of Nazareth,” refer- 
ring to his position on the step of the little 
chancel, with the tabernacle behind him.

“The ‘errors’ against which Dr. Barnes 
has raised his voice are certainly net ones 
which, as a matter of fact, no one holds, 

“ One more point you reckon as evidence 
against Dr. Barnes—his claim that the whole 
service is the Sacrament. Since you ask us 
to show where the error lies, we would, with 
all respect, suggest that it lies just here. The 
phrase may not be strictly accurate, but the 

osition taken up by the bishop is clear, and 
follows from the Catechism definition of a 
Sacrament as having two parts. The outward 
and visible sign cannot, therefore, be the 
Sacrament’ apart from the inward and 
spiritual grace. 

THE WHOLE SERVICE. 

“The latter implies a recipient, and a re- 
cipient duly prepared and attuned to receive 
what ‘the wicked and such as are yoid of a 
lively (living) faith (Article 29) cannot re- 
ceive.” The whole Service is at once the pre- 
paration of the communicant, and his ae 
tunity of expressing the ‘lively faith,’ which 
is ‘the means by which we eat.’ By the 
whole Service, of course, no particular liturgy 
is implied, but the very insistence of the 
liturgiologists on a particular order as 
requisite for a perfect Liturgy, shows how 
closely the acts of consecration and reception 
are bound up with their whole devotional 
context. 

“The point we would emphasise is that 
from the earliest times many things have 
been recognised as necessary to constitute a 
true Eucharist, over and above the manual 
acts of the celebrant, or even the Divine 
Words traditionally associated with them. 

“ Most especially there is required a con- 
gregation of faithful believing people, iden- 
tifying themselves with the acts and words 


| of their minister and representative by join- 


ing the Eucharist Amen, which closes the 
Prayer of Consecration. 

“If we have been able in a condensed 
statement, which has yet had to be simple 
and antechnics! with an eye to the majority 
of its readers, to make our meaning clear you 
will see why we hold with Dr. Barnes that, 
as the spiritual attitude and response of the 
communicants is expressed in the whole Ser- 
vice. The whole Service is the Sacrament: 
both giving and receiving are necessary for 
a real communion, perceiving, depends on 
that which we call faith, This the whole 
Service exists to express. And so we hold 
that the real Presenve of Our Lord, in which 


"we and Dr. Barnes believe as fervently as 


any Anglo-Catholic, must be sought in the 
whole Service, and not in material elements, 
however sacred through consecration, which 
occupy & given portion of space during a 
particular part of the Service only.”

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ITALY’S FUTURE, 


A MEDITERRANEAN PROBLEM. 


HE Mediterranean was the cradle of 
European civilisation, and, if we are 
to believe Major Polson Newman, the 
sume sea may become its grave. To 
attempt in the confines of one volume to 
discuss the manifold problems that go to 
make up the Mediterranean complex is 
an almost impossible task; but Major 
Newman has succeeded, if not in treating 
his subject exhaustively, at any rate in 
giving the average reader a well-written 
moderately stated account of the 
major issues of our times. 

In his opinion, the sudden uprise ol 
Italy since the war has flung a new and 
exceedingly dangerous element into the 
witches’ cauldron of Mediterranean 
affairs: and, indee, when the un- 
prejudiced student examines the facts he 
must admit that there is a great deal in 
the author’s point of view. Italy's 
population is increasing at such a rate 
that she must get rid of some 300,000 
emigrants every year. The quota system 
in the United States virtually has barred 
that avenue of escape from over-popula- 
tion, and during the last few years Italian 
immigrants have been streaming into 
every country in Christendom that will 
have them. Then Italy has few raw 
materials, and few colonies from which to 
import them. This brings us to the 
position that existed in Germany bet ween 
1871 and 1914. A virile, industrious and 
ambitious. race, cribbed, cabined, and con- 
fined within ‘territory that is not big 
enough to support it, must find an outlet 
somewhere. If such an outlet can be found 
by peaceful methods, well and good. But 
it will be found somehow. 

Italy to-day is led by one of the most 
remarkable characters of our century, Benito 
Mussolini has galvanised the Italian nation 
into fresh lifa He has given it a renewed 
pride in its great ancestry, and, whether by 
accident or design, never has failed to remind 
his people that they are the heirs of Roman 
greatness. The new Italy cannot be ignored. 
Her aggressive foreign policy indicates clearly 
Signor Mussolini's mind, and 
sooner or later the problem of finding an 
outlet. in Northern Afiica, in Asia Minor, or

Allies. France and Britain, 
responsibility in this matter, 
into the war on their 
promised her many things, in:

Major Newman believes that, unless the 
Allies do something to retrieve their pledges, 
Italy sooner or later will try fo take by 
force what she honestly believes ought to 
have been given to her after the war. She 
will not fight England or the United States 
because her exposed coast line is too 
vulnerable; but she will direct her attention 
either to France or to Yugo-Slavia, or, 
perhaps, both. France has Haute Savove, 
which once was Italian, and even to-day has 
a huge italian population; she also controls 
almost the whole of Northern Africa, with 
the exception of Egyptian, which is British, 
and, while. Italy’s po pulation Is rising by 
leaps and bounds, that of France is falling 
almost as rapidly. History teaches that a 
situation of this kind is full of danger, and 
most students of international affairs will 
agree with Major Newman that it coustitutes 
a serious threat to Europe's peace 
» * * + * 
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the remedy’ Major Newman 
Britain must act as mediator, 
and must try to bring about a friendls 
arrangement between ltaly and France. A 
first step might be made by the solution 
of the Tangier problem in a manuer satis- 
factory to Italy, and then some arrangement 
might be made whereby she should be given 
a mandate over some colonial territory. “li 
steps can be taken, he writes, ‘“‘to open 
up this urgent question of Italy’s future, 
there is vast scope for those. who really 
desire peace maintamed in Europe. lí, on 
the other hand, things are allowed to drift, 
Europe will one day be faced with a ctisis— 
at a time when it is least expected—and 
certain of these Powers which to-day form 
the basis of the League of Nations will be 
found divided against each other. Without 
ae. pessimistic, Í do not think that direct 
egotiations between France and Italy stand 
v resent much chance of success; nor do 
I think that when a crisis has arisen the 
mediation of the League will be of mneh 
avail. But much can be done in the next 
decade towards finding a solution by peaceful 
means. This is a question which should be 
opened by Great Britain, whose interests are 
to maintain peace in the Mediterranean.’

N the light of her earlier publications Miss 
| Norma Lorimer’s latest book, ‘‘ The 

Mediterranean and Beyond,”’ is of special 
interest; for she takes some pains to outline 
the more interesting and noticeable changes 
which have taken place since the war in those 
countnes which she has now revisited. 
Her description of the vavages of wealth 
and ‘progress ’ in modern Cairo is quite 
depressing, and upon the droves of scurrying 
vandal tourists she comments: “ Their needs 
are destructive to the charms of any country, 
and in Egypt I think the tourists are more 
Vulgarising than they are anywhere else. 
Their hotels have spoilt the scenery of the 
Nile, their money has spoilt the refined poor 

. their love of luxury has created an 
ugliness that is almost unbearable.’ In 
Greece, too, she found much that is changed 
lor the worse since the establishment of the 
Republic and the consequent political 
instability. The golden charm of her pen, 
however, remains as vivid as ever, so that the 
book is as delightful a companion for a long 
winter’ s evening as ean he desired,

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NEW LIGHT ON HISTORY. 


IR WILLIAM PETTY is remembered 
best to-day as the author of the Down 
Survey of Iveland—so called because it 
was the first survey of this country set 
“down ” in the form of maps. ‘ It was 
the more vemarkable,’’ the Marquis of 
Lansdowne says, in his introduction to 
these documents drawn from the Bowood 
archives, ‘‘from the rapidity with which 
it was carried out in a country dev astated 
and depopulated by more than ten years’ 
continuous fighting, as also by the 
accuracy of its results, which 
virtually unchallenged until the establish- 
ment of the Ordnance Survey.”’ 

Petty has many other claims, however, 
to be considered an extraordinary man. 
He may be regarded as “ the real founder 
and inventor of the Science of Statistics.”’ 
He was a poet, a physician, a philosopher, 
Fellow and Vice-Principal of Brasenose, 
Professor of Anatomy at Oxford and of 
Music at Gresham College, member of 
Parliament and landed proprietor. ohn 
Evelyn, who was a friend of this seven- 
teenth century Admirable Crichton, wrote 
in the well-known diary: “ There were 
not in the whole world his equal for a 
superintendent of manufacture and im- 
provement of trade, or to govern a planta- 
tion. If I were a prince I sl make 
him my second counsellor at least, There 
is nothing difficult to him.’’ He seems 
also to have been courageous and to have 
had a sense of humour; for when chal- 
lenged by Sir Aleyn Broderick to a duel, 
‘Sir. William, tho’ exceedingly pur- 
blind, accepted the challenge, and, it being 
his part to propound the weapon, desir’d 
his antagonist to meete him with a hatchet 
or axe in a dark cellar, which the other, 
refused,’’ 
was a most voluminous writer on an 
variety of subjects; but very few 
Papers were published during 
his lifetime. probably because many of his 
schemes and ‘ ‘notions ” would have attracted 
the. displeasure of *‘‘ Great Men.” “on 
know,” he writes from Ireland in 1673, “I 
have no luck with my Politics, Slight Court 
Tricks have advanced many men, but the 
solid study of other men’s peace and plenty 
ruines me. Wherefore let the stationer do 
what he pleases with the _7J'azes. I am 
against printing the Arithmetic, and wish 
the Paraphrase undone.”’

In spite of the clowing pictures 
he drew of the advantages of this proposal 
to all parties (especially to James IT.—by 
lessening the proportion of Protestants im 
England) “ the good ship Settlement, 
he admitted to be somewhat ‘‘top heavy and 
lop-sided,’’ was submerged.
